RUBBER. 


Somewhat divergent views are expressed 
regarding the future of rubber plantation 
companies as a result of the decision of the 
British and Dutch Governments inst the 
restriction of output. It is considered by 
most people that this decision is wise owing 
to the great difficulty of making effective any 
scheme for artificially raising the price of 
the commodity, and that it is best to let the 
industry work out its own salvation. 
Naturally, the weakest will go to the wall, 
but the argument of the optimists is that 
with this position things are really on a 
healthier basis. It is not easy to endorse 
this view, and consideration of all the 
circumstances leads to the conclusion that the 
main hope for rubber companies is such an 
improvement in world conditions as will lead 
to a considerable increase in consumption, 
and consequently a better price for the com- 
modity. 


A SUGGESTION. 


Obviously, no company can work at a profit 
with rubber at its present figure. If anybody 
is inclined to ca on the chance of better 
conditions in the future they would be well 
ndvised to select shares oí companies whose 
finances are satisfactory. There are some 
companies with cash holdings which represent

Quiet conditions prevailed in Lombard

President de Valera desires the realisation of 
the unity of Ireland. Northern Ireland is 
determinedly opposed to separation from the 
Empire. The constituting of an Imperial 
Senate, to which parliaments of all realms 
within the Empire were subordinate, might, 
in the near or distant future, make that 
desire realisable. Ireland would in that case 
te directly associated with the Imperial 
Senate, not with the Westminster Parlia- 
ment. I may add that, in a variant form, 
I laid this consideration before Mr. de Valera 
in 1921. 

If the question of the form of the Oath of 
Allegiance is to be raised, it really raises the 
issue of what is to be the essential polity of 
the British Empire. When the issue of Ire- 
land was under consideration ten years ago 
The Times, in a leading article, pointed out 
that the issue of Ireland called for the

THE ‘DRUMM 
BATTERY. 
ITS MERITS AND DRAW- 
BACKS. 


From a TECHNICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


EWSPAPERS and the general public, 
N in their enthusiastic reception of the 

Drumm Battery, have been very 
generous in the possibilities which they 
attribute to a new invention. This habit of 
popular exaggeration is always embarrassing 
to the scientist trained to an exactitude of 
mind in thought and expression. In en- 
deavouring to form a balanced and considered 
judgment on the practical ibilities of the 
Drumm Battery, the difficulty, which the out- 
side technical observer has had to face, has 
been the absence of any information as to 
the scientific characteristics of the battery. 
A recent article by Professor Allman in 
Nature lifts the veil comewhat on the battery 
and enables at least a technical commentary 
of an elementary nature to be made. 

Professor Allman is a distinguished chemist, 
who, to quote his own expression, has durin 
the past two years examined and expert 
mented with the Drumm cell at various stages 
of its evolution. In ing, it is of interest 
to note that the cell has gone through a 
definite process of evolution. This, uo doubt, 
explains why the Drumm Battery described 
in an earlier patent, as disclosed in a recent 
issue of the /rish Times, is chemically and 
electrically quite a different type of battery 
from that described by Professor Allman. It 
would appear that the line of research 
followed by Dr. Drumm has been to try to 
make a fundamental modification in a battery 
of the. Edison type, and in this endeavour, he 
has followed various avenues, as with every 
research, with various degrees of failure and 
success. He has arrived eventually at the 
battery now in operation on the train on the 
Dublin to Bray Railway, and described in the 
article by Professor Allman. 

Professor Allman naturally deals with the 
battery mainly from the viewpoint of the 
chemist and pure scientist, Using the 
material as disclosed by him, it is proposed in 
this commentary to examine the battery from 
the viewpoint of its practical use or applica- 
tion, which is, no doubt, the viewpoint in 
which the public will be most interested. 


ADVANTAGES. 


The definite and im t advantages 
claimed for the Drumm trina over mm“ 
iypes of electric accumulator batteries are :— 

(a) Ability to charge and discharge at much 

i rates ; 

(b) Higher efficiency ; and 

(c) Greater robustness and consequent 

longer life. 

As against these advantages must be set off 
one main disadvantage, namely, low capacity 
per unit weight of cell. 

The energy efficiency of the Drumm cel] 
is certainly remarkably high—75 per cent.— 
as uas 50 per cent. for an Edison cell for 
much lower rates of charge and discharge. 
In robustness it is, like the Edison, ap- 

ently very much superior to the lead 
ttery. There remains, however, the one 
clear disadvanta its ability to charge and 
isc rapidly—is definitely combined 
low capacity per unit weight of 
. Professor Allman places the capacity 
of ‘the battery at about 15 per cent. of the 
Edison or standard alkaline battery. This, 
in effect, is equivalent to stating that for the 
same energy yield the Dramm battery is 
about seven times as heavy as the Edison 
battery. 
' ‘This disadvantage certainly means that 
the Drumm battery, as described by Pro- 
fessor Allman, cannot compete with ‘the 
yr g electric accumulator types in 
any their everyday spheres of use; for 
instance, for motor car starting or lighting, 
for wireless sets, or as batteries with electric 
light plants. It must have less success than 
existing ies applied as &, source of 
motive power to street vehicles or motor 
ca”.

A SUMMIMNG-UP. 

The practical possibilities of the battery 
are seemingly well summed up in the con- 
cluding peso to an article published 
in The Times last month from a Scientific 
Correspondent. He stated : ‘‘ The sponsors of 
this cell do not suggest that it will compete 
with existing batteries in any but certain, at 
present relatively restricted, fields. But they 
claim that, in virtue of its capacity for fur- 
nishing heavy currents, a number of trans- 
port problems, hitherto closed to storage bat- 
teries, can now be attacked with hopes of 
success.”’ 

The real hope for the practical utilisation 
of the Drumm Battery, therefore, seems to 
be in short distance electric railway traction, 
such as on the Dublin to Bray line. The 
low capacity of the battery per unit weight 
restricts the economic radius of the Drumm 
Battery train. In the idea of battery railway 
traction itself there is nothing new; battery 
trains have been in common use on the Con- 
tinent for more than twenty years. But 
their economic usefulness is very much re 
stricted. The batteries are usually of the 
aw type, and have proved not very robust. 

low discharge rate of the batteries has 
limited the acceleration and speed of the 
trains, and in this respect the Dumm Bat- 
tery has brought a big improvement. Of 
what degree of value the Drumm Battery 
likely to prove in railway traction would re- 
quire the investigation and testimony of «n 
expert in electric traction.

CORK, Sunday. 

NE of the most useful functions of this 

summer 's Industrial and Agricultural 
Fair will be its campaign for the encourage- 
ment of vegetable-growimg in this country. 
Mr. J. J. Bruen, the chairman of its 
Publicity Committee, went so far as to say 
last week that he would almost regard the 
Exhibition as a failure if this campaign 
did not succeed. 

Certainly, as he pointed out, there are 
at the moment great opportunities for ex- 

nsion. Recent developments in England 

ave made it possible for us to cultivate a 
big export trade. In former times it did 
not pay to grow a surplus of vegetables ; 
for it could not be disposed of at a good 
price. The establishment of canning in- 
dustries has made a big difference in the 
outlook, and the cultivation of vegetables 
for export is likely to become very much 
more profitable. At present England is 
importing vegetables to the weekly value 
of about £250,000, and, owing to our 
preferential market there, it should be 
possible for us to capture a large propor- 
tion of this trade. 


PLAGUED BY “SHARKS.” 


“ Sharks ’’ have made their appearance 
at Ardmore, the small seaside village near 
Youghal, and their activities are causing 
consternation among the local fishermen. 
For some reason or other, Ardmore has 
always been unlucky in this respect; in 
former times it suffered from an annual 
plague of seals, and for the last dozen 
years or so it has been “ sharks.”’

| UNREMUNERATIVE SWING-BRIDGE. 


Parnell Bridge in Cork is a swinging 
structure, but few citizens ever see it 
swing. The tendency of ships is towards 
using the outer quays, and only an occa- 
sional boat will trouble to moor above 
the bridge. 

This fact was noted at a recent meeting 
of the Cork Harbour Board by Mr. 
Richard Wallace, who at the same time 
made an interesting suggestion. The 
Commissioners, he said, were paying 
£1,000 a year towards the upkeep of the 
bridge, but they were getting back only 
£200 in dues from the ships that used 
it. Why should they not, therefore, 
abolish the swing-bridge altogether, and 
replace it by a stone one? 

Anyone who knows Cork will applaud 
the proposal; for Parnell Bridge is an 
ugly iron structure, and quite unsuited 
for the amount of traffic which now passes 
over it. A wide stone bridge would add 
greatly to the dignity of that part part 
of Cork, especially as the new City Hall 
is soon to be built there. It remains to 
be seen whether the plan is a practicable 
one. 


PATRICK STREET CONGESTION. 


It must have struck most of us, at one 
time or another, that the Englishman has 
an undue respect for rules and regula- 
tions. Our own contempt for them, how- 
ever, is almost as bad, and a case in point 
is the arrangement for parking cars in 
Cork. 

In former days there was none, and the 
visitor casually left his motor wherever 
he pleased. This plan worked very well 
until a few years ago, when the growth 
of motor traffic made it obvious that 
something would have to be done. Last 
year the City Manager took the affair in 
hand—not without a considerable outcry 
from all concerned—and insisted that 
motors should be parked only in ap- 
proved places. The results were most 
gratifying—for a month or two. 

At the moment, Patrick street is as full 
of stationary cars as ever it was, and the 
authorities have become too much dis- 
couraged even to repaint the Bet og ts 
notices on other thoroughfares. it 1s, pro- 
bably, too much to hope that a further 
effort to ease the congestion would meet 
with any greater success.

its note issue. The ibility of such 
steps are foreshadowed by the fact that 
United States financial authorities are 
selling dollars and buying sterling, a sign 
that Americans, like the citizens of some 
other countries, are beginning to place 
greater confidence in sterling than in their 
own currency. Another adverse feature 
in the United States financial position 
is that a number of institutions set up 
by the Government to maintain the prices 
of certain commodities are verging on 
collapse and no longer can be supported.

A FURTHER step in connection with 
the development of the Shannon 
Electricity Supply scheme is to be under- 
taken immediately. 

The growth of the electricity load in the 
Free State 1s such that it is now felt that 
the existing plants—the Shannon and 
Pigeon House—will not be able to carry 
the winter peak of 1933. 

As the installation of the new plant will 
take about 18 months to complete, it is 
understood that the Electricity Supply 
Board contemplate placing an order at 
an early date for extension of the 
Shannon Station. 

It is anticipated that the construction 
work at Limerick will begin at latest 
towards. the end of this summer. The 
chief work will consist of the completion 
of the power station, which at present re- 
presents only half the full building con- 
templated originally. No work will be 
necessary on the canal itself. 


ADDITIONAL TURBINES. 


The additional building now to be un- 
dertaken will, when completed, afford ac- 
commodation for three additional tur- 
bines, but for the present it is understood 
that only one additional turbine will be 
installed. This will mean that four tur- 
bines will then be available. The com- 
plete scheme contemplates six turbines. 

It is understood that the problem of 
increasing the water storage on the 
Shannon, so as to provide additional 
energy during periods of drought, is also 
engaging the attention of the Board, but 
no definite plans have been prepared as 


yet. 

The cost of the work now to be, taken 
in hand will be, approximately, £300,000. 
The money for this purpose was made 
available in the Electricity (Supply) 
(Amendment) Act passed in July last. In 
that Act a sum of £2,000,000 was voted 
for the purposes of the Electricity Board. 
About £350,000 of this was required for 
certain incurred liabilities, the remaining 
£1,150,000 to be available for accruing 
liabilities and further development.

As 
á result of the meeting the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation iety came into 
ó ns gage with Plunkett as its first Presi- 
ent. 

The publication of “ Ireland in the New 
Century ” led to an attack upon him from 
both the religions and the political angles 
at a later date, but in 1 he contested 
South County Dublin. successfully as a 
Unionist. In the House of Commons it 
soon became manifest that he would use 
his position there for other than purely 
party purposes, and, indeed, he used it 
consistently for the advancement of his 
agricultural economic designs. At that 
time much was feared in Nationalist 
citcles, both in Parliament and outside, 
from the Unionist attitude of “ Kilhng 
Home Rale by kindness,” and, as a conse- 
quence, Plunkett's schemes were viewed 
suspiciously, and often with open hos- 
tility, by the majority of Nationalists. 

In an effort to dissipate suspicion and 
neutralise hostility, Plunkett published, on 
August 27th, 1895, a letter entitled, “A 
Proposal Affecting the General Welfare of 
Ireland,” in which he strongly stressed the 
urgent need for economic legislation, and 
urged the of securing suc 
legislation, unless it were removed from the 
region of party controversy. He suggested, 
therefore, the formation of a committee, 
which would sit during the Parliamentary 
recess, and consisting, in the first instance, of 
mem ‘of Farliament, nominated by the 
leaders of the several parties. Thus, in July, 
1896, the famous Recess Committee came 
inte being, and issued a report, of which its
